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N. B. To Mr. /Phite’s remarkable Account of the Woman’s 
crying out and fudden falling down as Dead, from her joyful 
Difcovery of Curist under Mr. Rot rock's Preaching, 
Page 221; for the Information of the lefs Intelligent, we 
may obferve, © That this was Mr. Rebert Relleck, a re- 
* nowned Munifter of the City of Edinburgh in Scotland, 
* the firft Profe/fer of Divinity, and the firft Principal and 
‘ Reétor of the Univerfity ere&ted there in 1583,’ as the 
Writer of the State of Scotland, printed in 1682, informs 
us: who alfo fays, * He was a Perfon of great Worth 
‘ and Learning, aud in great Efteem with all good 
© Men for his Learning, Holinefs and Moderation.’ And 
Mr. Samuel Clark who writes his Life, among many other 
obfervable Things tells us, that * He inftrudted the Student; 
* in the Arts,and govern’d with Severity mix’d with Cle- 
* mency: and fo educated them in Religion, that Gon 

blefs’d his Labours exceedingly among them: For in 

deed he laboured in This above all Things, that hiv Sc4 
lars fhould have the Marks of true Holine{s appearing in 
them. Befides this, He preached every Lord's Day in 
the Church, and that with fuch Fervency and evident Dr 
monfration of the Spirit, that he was the Inftrument of 
comverting very many unto God: And that he dred in 

* 1598, and of his Age 43.’ His ding Peffore: were fo 

full of boly AJurance and ‘Joy, that we may hereafter pub 


hith them. 
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The Rev. Mr. Arexanner Wansver, one of the pr 
fent Minifters of Edinburgh, in his Letter intitled, Drorne 
Influence the true Spring of the extraordinary Work at Cambut 
lang and other Places in the Welt of SCOTLAND, reprinted 
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here this Year, has alfo the following Hittorical Paflages, 
Page 28, we. 
© Such Inflances of bodily Di/trefs, flowing from the Terrors 

* or ‘foys of the Lord, are not confined to Old-Teftament 
* Days, tothe Times of the Apoftles, or firft Ages of Chrifti- 
* anity.- Later Periods afford Examples of a fi imilar Nature. 
* The Reverend Mr. ‘John Leving/ton fays of him{elf, --- } 
remember the firft Time ever | communicated at theLord’s 
Table was in Stir/ing, when I was at School : when fitting 
at Table, and Mr. -Patrick Simfon exhorting before the 
Diftribution, there came fuch a Trembling upon me, that al? 
my Body fhock ; yet afterwards Fear & T rembling departed, 
and I got fome Comfort and Affurance. 

* It is well known, and can be vouched by pum al Per fons 
yet living, of lowe Charaéter and Veracity, who have fen 
and heard what pafles at Cambuflang, &c. among {uch as are 
affected in theManner objected to, that they have frequently 
obferved, in different Parts of the Country, Conuié?iens for 
Sin, attended with the like bodily Difirc/s ; many being car- 
ried out of the Churches fhaking, trembling, fainting, almoff 
dead,under theMiniftry of the Reverend Matters ‘John Hep- 
burn of Orre, Andrew Darling of KAinoul, William Stewart 
at Blairgourie, ‘fobn Monerieff of C: ollege-Chur ch, Edinburgh, 
&c. and that many of thefe People, not a few of whom are 
ftill in Life, give to this Day evident Proof of the Reality of 
their Concern by their fedate and religious Conver/ations. 
For irscfiltible Lmpreffions and Crying out in the Congregation 
even in the Time of Sermon from the powerful Workings of 
the Word and Spirit of Gon, we obferve what the Rev. 
and famous Mr. T'Homas Hooker formerly Minifter of 
Chelmsford in England, and afterwards of Har fees. in New- 
England, {ays in his fearching Treatife of the Scul’s Prepara- 
tion for CHRIST, from 4s II. 37. the /ixth Edition printed 
at London 1643. Page 217, &c. His Words are thefe, 

« Sometimes God deals thus punctually with a Man ; /irf, 
he drives him to an Amazement ; Secondly, he works inhim 
marvellous Fear of Evil that isto come ; Tirdly, he poficé- 
feth the Soul with the Feeling of the Evil, &¢c. as in the for- 
mer Particulars: but yet is bound to no - ¢, and therefore 
we mufl not limit the holy One of Mracl. + is true, the 
Lor may prefs in upon the Soul, and work all this om the 
© fudden 5 but yet Experience hath proved, and Reafon will 


* confirm 
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confirm it, when Gp works never fo fuddenly, he affecteth 
the Soul: Thus when a poor Soul cometh into the Congrega- 
tion, He \ayeth fome Truth upon him, that is new and terrt- 
ble; fo that the Soul dare not deny it, nor yet fully refitt it, 
but is in @ Afaze; and by and by it may be the Lorn opens 
his Eyes, and awakens his Confeience, and makes that more 
evident to the Soul, and fo immediately arrefts the Soul, and 
then Sorrow falls in amain upon it; and the Heart thinks 
God meant Ais Courses, and the Minifter fpake againft him ; 
and /e muft go down to Hell fuddenly ; fo that fometimes 
the Sinner cries cut in the Congregation ; ; and tho’ he contain 
himfilf fir a Time, yet he buckles under the Burthen : All this 
may be done at cne Sermon, in one Doétrine, or in one Part 
* of anUfe; but ufually this is Gop’s Manner of 14 orking. 
As Mr. Hooker was one of the moft awakening, fearchinz 
and fucce({sful Preachers which either England or New- Eng- 
land has known ; it feems higkly probable that he {poke thofe 
Words in the Pulpit, from his own frequent Obfervation, @she 
pioufly —— the Effec?s to the adsrable Sovereignty and 
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Pleajure as well as Power of Gon. 
For ser Be Imprefions both on the Soul and Body, in 
a publick Congregation at the Beginning of a Sermon; --- we 


have had an Account from Mr. Luke Short, who formerly 
lived under the Miniftry of the Reverend and excellent Mr. 
FLaveLof Dartmouth in England, but lately liv’d and died 
at Middleborough in this Province. He us’d to be often {peak 
ing with great Adiection of Mr. Flave?s powerful and fuc- 
cetsful y reaching. And among other Inftances, gave this 
Remarkuble : * Thatone Lords Day, Mr. Flavel began his 
© Sermon withan Introdudlian of shits Importance --- “66 My 
‘¢ dear Hearers! You know [have been long endeavouring 
<6 ¢ fet forth the Lorn Jesus CuRIst in his amiable 
‘¢ Excellencies and All-fufficiency before you, that if powti- 
‘© ble you might be allured to ove Him ; and I have ufed 


*¢ all the p: owertul Arguments and Motives ] could think of 


*© to periwade you to come to Him and heartily embrace Him. 
“© And the/e winning Metheds you know are mott agreeable 
«© to my natural Ten nper and Difpofition. And I defire to 
€* rejoyce in the Hope that thro’ the Grace of CHRIs'r, 
** there are — among vou who have been a'lired and per- 
“© fwaded to deve and embrace him. But alafs ’ alafs Sj 
*¢ have fudicient Reafon te fear that there are Oz/ers among 
Efe +s vou, 
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‘© you, who have not yielded to all my alluring Reprefenta- 
«* tions of Him, nor all the cogent Arguments and Mo- 
*¢ tives, which I have been fo Jong ufing and fo frequently 
** and earneftly prefling upon you : But, O ! after all Ican 
*© fay and do, you will not love Him! And now alafs! I 
«© muft change my Note ! I muft deliver a Mefiage to you, 
«¢ that I am loth to deliver ; but my Lorp and Mafter re- 
*¢ quires it of me, in order to deliver the whele Coun/el of 
“© Gop --- Itis that dreadful Meflage in 1 Cor. xvi. 22. 
‘© If any Man love not the Lonp Jesus Curist, Let him 
‘¢ be Anathema, Maranatha ; i.e. Let him be accurfed of 
<¢ Gop, till Gop fhall comeand judge him: // any Man, 
“© or any one, whether Male or Female, High or Low, 
*¢ Rich or Poor, Old or Young --- Love mot the Lorv JeE- 
“© sus Curist, above every Thing in the World --- Let

‘ vifible Confternation ; fome deeply affected for themfelves, 
‘ and fome for their Children. And among the reft a 
© Gentleman of Wealth and Figure, I think, if my Memory 
* does not fail me, he was a KnIGHTBARONE?T, fe// down 
© as Dead in his Pew, tho’ he reviv’d, in great Dijire/s of 
© Soul’. And the other Circumffances, I cannot at prefent 
© clearly remember, but hope to recover them.’ 

And as for extraordinary Cryings and E motions in a Congre- 
gation, at the End of the publich Exer-tfe , --- ThatReverend 
un! eminently pious Minifter Mr. THomaAs DooLITTLE 
ot London, famous in the Britifh Dominions for his Treatife 
of the Lora’s Supper and other Writings, fufficiently intj- 
mates them. “he Account is at the End of his excellent 
Difourfe on the fame Vexet of Mr. Flavel’s, viz. 1 Cor. 
xvi. 22. Printed at London in 1692: and we {hall give it 
ia his own Words as follow--- 

‘The CONCLUSION. 
‘ AND now (beloved tlearers) what is the Iffue of all that 

‘ ‘|. have jaid, and ve have deard, upon this Subject ? 
¢ Have I gamed any of your Love to Chrit?) Orare ye ftill

not yet, and willye mot ? Is this the Anfwer 1 muft re- 
turn to him that feat me? Lord, I cannot gain their Love 
unto thy Son; fain I would, butI cannot. I have afked 
them inthy Name, but they willnot. I have ftudied for 
this Purpofe, and prayed and preached for this Purpofe, but 
Ihave itudied in vain, and my Labour with fo many is loft 
Labour. I have delivered my Meffage, but they will not 
hearken. | have entreated for their Love, not for my felf, 
but for thy Son, but many will not confent. Why, Sirs ! 
Did I find you full of Love to Self, and Sin, and World, 
and after all, muft I leave you fo ? I found you void of the 
Love of Chrift, and muft I leave you fo? Why then didI 
preach, and why did ye hear ? Did ye come Day after Day 
refolved, fay what I could, ye would do what ye lift? Shall 
that bleffed Jefus, that hath been fet forth before you, be 
ftill thus defpifed, and fet at naught by you ? Did I find 
the dnathama upon you, and mutt I Jeave it upon you, till 
Maranatha? What if God fhould fay,he that after all thefe 
Intreaties, Calls, Invitations, to love Chrift, yet loveth the 
World, let Aim love the World; and he that loveth Sin, 
let him lowe his Sin, let bim love bis Pleafures, let him love 
what he will, fince he will not be perfuaded to love whom he 
Jhould 2? Oh dreadful Curfe ! Oh heavy Wrath! Oh fad 
Prefage of the Curfe, that fhall fall upon fuch Souls when 
Chrift fhall come, and after that, lie and abide upon them 
for ever.

I have found another 
Obje for my Love; Liwould not for a thou ind Worlds have 
died before 1 had fincere Love to Chri ? ? Not only one, but 
many of you, can fay fo, or elfe ye have bafely diflembled, 
both with God, and this Congregation. Zany of you that 
did not love the Lord JefusChrift, now do, or ye have been 
wretched Hypocrites, while ye have been Hearers of thefe 
Sermons ; for what did ye mean by all tho/e Bitts that ye 
did give in, Day after Day, ten or twenty ina Day, acknow- 
ledging | your former Sin, till now, in loving other Things, 
and not Chrift? Why did ye fay, Ye never were co snvinced 
of the Neceffity of loving CHRIst before? Ibefeech you, 
Why have j ye fo many, and fu often, with fuch earnef? Re- 
Quests, even for ‘Fefus Sake, and as we had any Love for 
your Souls, defire Me, and the Congregation, to beg with Im- 
portunity, that God would give you fuch an Heart naw, that ye 
mig ht love the Lord Telus Chrift in §:ncer: ty ; 5 aber ve all, with 
a fuperlative Love, with a predominant Love, with all your 
Heart, and with all your Soul, that you might not be Anathema 
when Maranatha? Were not thefe your own Words? 
Did not the Cangregation hear tiem read ? When | reviewed 
your Papers at Home, did not I find thefe Words, and fuch 
like, whereby ye did exprefs the farmer Condition, and the 
prefent Defires of your Souls? ‘Tell me then, were ye in 
good ear: nett, or did ye jeff with Ged and Alen, in defiring 
Prayers that ye might fo love the Lord Jefus ?

‘ felves) fay Amen. And for you that have tet your Hearts 
* on Chrift above all, I beg from the Father of Mercies, that 
Grace might be with all them that love the Lord Jejus Chrift 
* in Sincerity, and let all the People fay, wien. ~ 

© What lively Countenances, what ‘ffections, what TEARS 
and Cryincs, with the Spirin’s // orking, were caufed, 
* do not expect that I fhould tell.’ 
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Thus have we at prefent finifb’d our Collection of Inflances 
of thefe Kinds of religious Appearances in the Days of our Fa- 
thers. And they feerm to have been given beferchand as a 
few {prinkling and previous Drops of the Divine Influence ; 
to intimate what fhould more abundantly and commonly be 
in the following Age,when its diffufive Showers fhould come 
down amain upon the parched World. 

We think convenient to add to this fome Paflages of Mr. 
Baxter’s; by which we may come to know what Judgment 
that great and good Man would have form'd of /uch Appea- 
rances at this Day. They are in a moving Sermon of his 
Preach’d at Lawrence-‘fury London, intitled, Mating Light 
of Curist andSaALvATIon too oft the difue of Go/pel Irui- 
fations, and are as follow--- 

* You make Light of Matters of greate/? Excellency and 
© Moment in the World : You know not what it is that you 
flight ; had you well Anewn, you could not have done it. 
As Chrift faid to the Woman of Samaria, Joh. 4.10. Had? 
thou known who it is that fpeaketh to thee, thou wouldit 
have afked of himthe Waters of Life: Had they Anotwn, 
they would not have crucified the Lord of Glory, 1 Cor. j 
2. 8. So, had you érown what CHRIsT is, you would not 
have made light of him : Had yeu been one Day in Heaven, 
and but /een what they poffefs, and feen alio what miferable 
Souls muft endure that are fhut out, you would never fure 
have made fo light of CHRIsT again. 
© Oh Sirs, They are no Trifles or jefting Matters that the 
Gofpel /peaks of. I muft needs profefs to you that when / 
have the mof? ferious Thoughts of thefe Things my felf, Iam 
ready to marvel that /uch amazing Matters do not everwhelm 
tke Souls of Men : that the Greatne/s of the Subjects doth 
not fo evermatch our Underflandings and AfrPions, as even 
to drive Men befide themfclves, but that God hath always 
fomnewhat allaved it by the Diftance ; much more that Men 
fhould be blockith as to make light of them. ObhLord,rhat 
Men did but know what Fverde/ling Giery, and Everlafing 
Ter ments are; would they then hear us as they do? Would 
they read and think of thefe Things as they do? I profefs 

* Thave been ready to wender,when I have heard fuch weighty 
* Things delivered, how Pesple can forbear crying out in the 
* Congrigatees ; much more, how they can reft ull they have 
* gone to their Minitters, and learned what they fhould do 
* to be faved, that this greatBufinefs might be put out of doubde. 
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
